Along sim ilar lines is the comment u f the Utica Ob- 
server-Dispatch, which says: 
“ W inston Churchill, 
the novelist, thinks the high cost of books in this 
country m ilitates against good taste in reading, the 
ownership oi home libraries, once a proud possession, 
and the finer writings of great novelists."

tinuing, this paper'says: 
“Justifying Mr. Churchill’s 
criticism are these facts: 
The American people buy

to our standard of literacy. 
The popularity of the 
loan library is another argum ent in favor of Mr. 
Churchill’s contention that books cost too much. The 
immense output of paper-backed magazines contain­ 
ing fiction, is a third.” 
The Buffalo Evening News thinks the trouble does 
not lie in the price list. 
Its exposition of the sub­ 
ject is as follows:
